CHICAGO, June 19.—Judge Kenecaw 
Mourtain Landis, of the United States 
Distriet Court, who once assessed a 
fine of $29,240,000 against the Standard 
Oil Co., imposed one of two 
against Henry Johnson of Barrington, 
‘lL, today. Johnson with a shot. gun 
drove a Government agent off his pre- 
mises when the agent was looking for 
cases of foot and mouth disease. 

“The building of a dairy business is 
not an overnight job,“ Judge Landis 
said. “Johnson armed himself with a 
shotgun, a gatling gun, a howitzer, or 
whatever it was, and drove off the in- 
truders. I looked at the hands of this 
mar; they were covered with lurge 
knots, acquired in working 16 to 18 
loufs a day. He had worked for 28 
years to care for himself and family, 
and had acquired a herd of 20 cattle. 

“Still, he resisted a Government offi- 
clal charged with a certain duty, and 
the Court must uphold the honor and 
dignity of the United States Govern- 
ment.

It is the 
judgment and sentence of this Court 
that the defendant be fined two cents,

AVIATOR KILLED I 
MACHINE GUN DUEL 


German Brought Down by 
Frenchman's Fire; Latter's 
Motor and Sails Damaged. 


PARIS, June 19.—The following official 
account of an engagement between a 
French and a German aeroplane was 
given out in Paris this afternoon: 

„An enemy aeroplane having been ob- 
served over our lines at Aspach, near 


Thann, in Upper Alsace, one of our 
aviator sergeants took wing and mount- 
ed in 30 minutes tod a height of 10,500 
feet. At this altitude he engaged his 
enemy with a machine gun. 

“To this fire the German replied with 
his machine gun and one of his bullets 
struck the motor of the French ma- 
chine. Suddenly the German aviator 
was seen by the Frenchman to throw 
hi arms into the air. His machine then 
began to fall and it came down like a 
stone inside of our line. 

“The French aviator came down un- 
der control. Once on the ground he ex- 
amined his machine. He found that bul- 
lets fired by his antagonist had per- 
forated ‘his cylinders, penetrated the 
steel shield at the back of the motor and 
riddled his sails. The Frenchman him- 
self was slightly wounded in the neck.“

Increase in Rate of Exchange 
Due to Decrease in Worth 
of British Pound. 


BUYS NO MORE HERE 


Federal Reserve Bank Agent Ex- 
plains Difference in Exchange 
Rate With Europe. 


When is a dollar not a dollar? 

When it is 31.02. 

This paradox has come to pass, ac- 
cording to bankers who follow the for- 
eign exchange rate, particularly the 
rate of exchange with England. The 
pound sterling, which has been the basi-c 
value of the world’s money market, has 
lately declined in value, and in conse- 
quence an American gold dollar is 
worth as much, in terms of English 
money as $1.02% used to be. 

William McC. Martin, agent of the: 
Federal Reserve Bank, was asked today 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter to explain 
this rather confusing state of affairs, 
and particularly to state whether the 
American dollar-owner would be bene- 
fitted by it. 

Not Worth More Here. 

“TI would not say that an American 
dollar is worth any more, except to a 
man who has debts to pay in England.“ 
said Martin. If an 
so many pounds sterling to someone in 
England, he is naturally the gainer by 
any increase in the relative value of the 
dollar. But this would not extend to 
the point of making the dollar more 
valuable in this country, or increasing 
its purchasing power here. 

“Tf a man has a debt to pay in En- 
gland, a dollar will do the work for 
him that it used to take slightly more 
than a dollar to do. To say that, for 
that reason, a dollar is worth more 
than $1, is to generalize almost too 
treely, 
the reason that the pound sterling has 
so long been the standard.” 

10 Cent Decrease Per Pound, 

Late quotations of the: rate of ex- 
change show a pound sterling to be 
worth $4.76%, which is 10 cents less than 
the familiar standard value, $4.86 2-3. The 
latter is the value quoted in the World 
Almanac for 1915, as well as for 1914. 

Travelers’ checks, which were is- 
sued until the outbreak of the war by 
steamship and express companies, 
were on the basis of £4, 1 shilling and 
8 pence for $20. At the present rate 
of exchange a $20 check would have 
to be made for £4 and 4 shillings. 

French francs and Italian lire, un- 
der the valuation prevailing before 
the war, were worth 19% cents Ameri- 
can money. Francs are now valued 
at 18 28.100 cents, while lire are 
worth 16 8.10 cents. Or, to put it in 
the market fashion, it takes 5.46% 
frances, or 5.95 lire, to make a dollar 
at the present rates rates of ex- 
change. German marks and Austrian 
kronen have also undergone a decline 
in value.

Resignations in Advance. 

The Investigating Committee, head- 
ed by Alderman Otto, recently began 
an inquiry into Schramm's conduct in 
requiring his appointees to write 
their resignations in advance. This 
was regarded as a means of evading 
the civil service provisions of the 
new charter. The requirement of ad- 
vance resignations was made known 
by William J. Mockler, who refused to 
accept an appointment as deputy as- 
dessor because of this rule. 

Mockler also testified positively, be- 
fore the committee, that Assessor 
Schramm, when talking with him of 
his prospective appvintment, re- 
minded him that he (Schramm) was 
in the real estate business, and asked 
that Mockler report to him any bust- 
mess in that line of which he might 
learn in the course of his work. 

Schramm denied this charge, and 
his son took the statement on him- 
elf, saying he made some such re- 
mark to Mockler, but in a joking way.

MAN JUMPS OFF 


EADS BRIDGE AND 
SWIMS 16 BLOCKS 


Hundreds See His Leap and 
Watch Him Till He Disappears 
Near Free Bridge. 


In the view of a hundred persons cross- 
ing Eads Bridge at 7:35 o'clock this 
morning a young man removed his coat, 
shoes and hat and leaped from the cen- 
ter span of the bridge into the river. 

He sank, but came up about 100 feet 
down stream and kept afloat by swim- 


ming or treading until he was carried 
down almost to the free bridge, 16 
blocks away. 

Those watching from Eads Bridge lost 
sight of him then. They could not tell 
whether he sank. 

A. C. Moore of 2548 Maiden Lane, em- 
ployed in East St. Louis, telephoned to 
police headquarters that the man went 
into a shack at the east end of Eads 
Bridge and left part of his clothing 
there. 


Took Off Part of Clothing. 

The report given to the East St. Louis 
police by H. R. Perry of 4062 Flad ave- 
nue, ticket seller at the east tower, was 
that the man sat on the curb at the cen- 
ter span, removed his hat, coat and 
shoes, left them there and leaped over 
the south rail. 

Perry did not see the man jump, but 
someone called to him and he tan out 
on the bridge and watched, with others, 
as the man was carried downstream 
with only his head in view. The man 
seemed to have no difficulty in keep- 
ing his head above the water. 

The same report was made to the 
police of the Carr Street: District by 
J. J. Howard, superintendent of traf- 
fic on Eads Bridge. He turned the 
hat, coat and shoes over to the po- 
lice. The coat was blue serge and 
contained a pocketbook, $1.15 and a 
bone-handled knife. The hat, a soft 
black felt, size 7%, was bought from 
George V. Penwell, Pana, III. The 
black button shoes were size 7. 

The police made inquiries along the 
river front below the free bridge, but 
nobody was found who had seen the 
man. 


May Have Béen “Bridge Jumper.”

Governor of State of Sonora 
Dispatches 1000 Troops to 
Yaqui Valley. 


NOGALES, Ariz., June 19.—Gov. Jose 
Maytorena authorized the statement to- 
day that the entire forces under his 
command wceculd be used if necessary to 
resist the landing of American marines 
on the west coast to protect foreign set- 
tlers of the Yaqui Valley from Indians 
now at war. 

A detachment of nearly 1000 troops 
sent to the Yaqui Valley vesterday, he 
said, was dispatched primarily to pro- 
tect settlers and their crops from the 
Indians, but they had orders to resist 
any landing of American military forces. 

According to advices Naytorena has 
received, the American warships under 
the command of Admiral Howard are 
expected to arrive at Tobari Bay late 
today. The Villa troops dispatched by 
the Governor will encounter burned rail- 
road bridges and other obstacles north 
of Guaymas, but Maytorena’s advisers 
expect them to arrive at Tobari Bay, 
near Guaymas, in time to oppose any 
landing. Esperanza, the threatened 
American colony, is 90 miles southeast 
of Guaymas. 

Break in Cabinet Drives Carranza 
Inte a Fortress. 
WASHINGTON, June 19.—Differences 
between Gen. Carranza and Gen. Obre- 
gon, his priricipal commander; dissen- 
sions in the Carranza Cabinet and Car- 
ranza’s removal of his headquarters to 
the isolated safety of the Fortress San 
Juan de Uloa, in the harbor of Vera 
Cruz, all reported to Washington today, 
brought the Mexican situation into a 
new focus. Official dispatches to the 
State Department say these develop- 
ments threaten the solidarity of the 

Carranza movement. 

Occupation of Mexico City by Gen. 
Pablo Gonzales and Carranza troops 
had been postponed * the Cabinet 
reorganization. 

Officials here have no complete 
indication as yet as to the meaning 
of the Cabinet crisis, but overnight 
it was said a new situation had 
arisen which may have an important 
effect on the Mexican problem as a 
whole. 

Latest advices were that four of 
the Cabinet of eight had resigned, 
and that Obregon had insisted, in a 
telegram to Carranza, that they be 
retained and that a fifth member, the 
Minister of Public Instruction, be 
dismissed. A newspaper article by 
the latter, attacking some of his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet, led to the 
break. Raphael Zubaran, Minister of 
Interior; Escudero Verdugo, Minister 
of Justice; Luis Cabrera, Minister of 
Finance, and Jesus Uerta, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, decided to stand to- 
gether and submitted their resigna- 
tions. ; 

It is now reported that in the re- 
organization Carranza planned to re- 
tain Cabrera. If he dismisses the 
other three, it is said, he faces a pos- 
sible break with Obregon and other 
commanders, who are sympathetic 
with them, . 

Officials here are concerned to know 
whether questions of policy are involved, 
but all information so far indicates per 
sonal differences. 

President Wilson intends to wait sev- 
eral weeks for ihe situation to shape it- 
self more clearly before any detinite 
steps are taken in the new policy an- 
nounced in his recent statement to the 
fuctions. He wants to see a coalition 
ef the various branches of the original 
Constitutional movement, and no recog- 
nition will be accorded until a Govern- 
ment is set up which gives promise of 
stability. 

Elseo Arredondo, Carranza’s repre- 
sentative here, and Charles A. Doug- 
las, legal adviser, go next week to Vera 
Cruz to lay before Carranza their im- 
pressions of the future development of 
President Wilson's policy. 


Zapata Says That Wilson Threat Is 
But a Trifling Matter. 

MEXICO CITY, June 5.—More than 24 
hours have elapsed since the publica- 
tion here of President Wilson's mes- 
sage telling the Mexicans, through their 
revolutionary leaders, to set thefr house 
in order, and be quick about it, or take 
the consequences. 

If the message has stirred the na- 
tional depths of the republiv to any 
impressive extent, there is visible but 
passing surface evidence of such ef- 
fect. This is not surprising. For the 
most part it has fallen upon ears that 
either cannot or will not listen. 

This is the case at present. Later 
there may develop some manifestation 
of what may be taken, in lack of any- 
thing else, as an expression of vox 
popull as to ‘whether Mexico, for her 
own good, should see the light as the 
President would have her see it, or if 
the gang of rascals who are exploiting 
and ruining her in the name of revo- 
lution shall be ‘allowed to continue as 
they are doing, until her sovereignty 
and national integrity are utterly lost. 

When the message came President 
Roque Gonzales Garza communicated it 
to all the convention chiefs. Of the 
many replies received. most amounted 
to nothing, being merely words. But 
Gen. Eufemio Zapata frankly let out 
what was in his heart in this fashion: 

“In reply to your message of this 
date regarding intervention, all we can 
say is that we are Mexicans. This is 
the second time we have been threat- 
ened like children, first because they 
wanted a Pullman for their envoy. (This 
evidently refers to some incident in con- 
nection with the visit of Envoy West to 
Emiliano Zapata during his recent so- 
fourn here.) If they no longer desire 
the considerations which they have re- 
ceived in this country; if they think us 
weak and incapable of defending our 
beloved land; if it is honorable for them 
to submit to the sinking of the Lusi-

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CIRCUIT JUDGES 
ADOPT ANEW CODE 
TOEXPEDITE TRIALS 


Procedure in Civil Cases, Recom- 
mended by Bar Association, 
Was Considered Two Years. 


The Circuit Judges, by unanimous 
vote today, adopted the new code of 
rules governing procedure in civil cases, 
which was advocated by the St. Louis 


Bar Association. The code, which is to 
become effective Sept. 6, is designed to 
expedite the trial of cases and diminish 
long delay in litigation which exists un- 
der the present system, in force for 
years. 

The Judges had the change under con- 
sideration more than two years. 

Under the new system Judge Wil- 
son Taylor, who now sits in Division 
No. 7, was chosen as Presiding Judge, 
to serve as such for six months. All 
suits will be sent to his court, in- 
stead of being assigned to the dif- 
ferent divisions, as is now done. He 
will pass on preliminary motions 
and questions of pleadings, and when 
the lawyers in the case are ready for 
trial the Presiding Judge will assign 
such case to another division at a 
time when it can be taken up at 
once. This will do away with the 
necessity of lawyers, principals and 
witnesses, waiting around court un- 
til other cases are disposed of. 

The new system provides for two 
nonjury divisions, in which all 
equity cases, including divorce pro- 
ceedings, will de heard. Judge 
Shields and Judge Arnold were se- 
lected to serve in these divisions. 

No change was made in the Juven- 
lle Court system. The Judge of one 
of the criminal divisions will contin- 
ue to preside in that court. Persons 
interested in the Juvenile Court had 
asked the Judges to establish a do- 
mestic relations division, to include 
juvenile cases.

„From 1894 to 1904 there was a decrease of 9,000,000 gallons of whisky 
consumed, and from 1904 to 1914 there was a still further decrease of 
9,000,000 gallons, making a total reduction of 18,000,000 gallons in 20 
years. This is a very great reduction in consumption when you take into 
consideration the increase of population. 


“It is a libel to say that the work- 
ingmen of England drink any more 
than the workingmen of any other 
country. The reason that the people 
of England have become more tem- 
perate is that they have been edu- 
cated to the evils of overindulgence, 
and, too, they have more amusements, 
such as moving picture theaters, va- 
riety shows, music halls, football 
games, cricket matches and other 
outdoor sports. 

During the last 15 years the tea shops 
have been greatly improved, new hotels 
have been built where good accommoda- 
tions may be had at moderate rates. 
Then, too, there are palm gardens, 
bands, etc., and other places where the 
public of England may go in search of 
entertainment, recreation and relaxa- 
tion. 

„All these things have had the ef- 
fect of reducing drinking, and, when 
I refer to drinking, I mean drinking 
to excess. Give the average man or 
woman, I do not care in what country 
it may be, a decent, respectable place 
to spend their spare time and the 
chances are all against their indulging 
in too much drink. 

“Since the war began many of our 
men have been working unusually 
long hours in ar attempt to keep the 
output of their factory or firm up to 
the requirements. Some of them work 
10, 12 and 14 hours a day, and then their 
physical condition is such that they re- 
quire a stimulant when they quit work. 

“Let any one who does not believe 
this walk along the banks of the 
Clyde; and they will see riveters 
standing exposed on a plank with a 
strong northeast wind blowing on 
him for hours at a time Can that 
mat be 
ishes his work, he takes a bit of stim- 
ulant? 

J have always found the Britisn 
workingman a very reasonable man 
when he is left to his own device. I 
represented in the House of Commons 
for some years a working constituency 
from around the docks of London and 
found that the British workingman did 
not want any more than his share for 
the price of his labor. My experience 
has been that if his employers are not 
doing well by him, he is always willing 
to meet them half way. 


Duty Greatly Increased. 

“The question of drink has been given 
even more consideration in this country 
than in the great Republic of the United 
States. For 300 years we have beer 
legislating on the subject. Before the 
middle of the eighteenth century the 
duty on whisky was 6 shillings and it 
has gradually increased until it is now 
14 shillings 9 pence—3 shillings 9 pence 
having been added to it about seven 
years ago. 

“Experiments have been tried in Scot- 
land to permit public houses to open 
from 10 a. m. to 10 p. m.. It was discov- 
ered that men simply went from beer to 
whisky and took it home with them in 
bottles. This experiment showed con- 
clusively that cases of drunkenness were 
in no wise reduced. 

„In 1904 the bill providing for com- 
pensation for loss of license was intro- 
duced and passed. The license holders 
had to pay a levy and compensate them- 
selves for the loss of their licenses, pay- 
ing for their own extinction. This cost 
the treasury nothing. There were 125,000 
licenses then, and about 15800 licenses 
have been abolished every year since 
then. If the Government had only been 
content to leave well enough alone, in 
stead of creating a disastrous turmoil, 
the question would have been peacefully 
and satisfactorily settled. 

‘The best liquor law that I have 
found anywhere is that which the Unit- 
ed States Government has established 
in the Panama Canal Zone. There 
licenses are allowed in a definite ratio 
to the population. Here In England, like 
every other brewer, distiller and public- 
an, I should welcome a reduction in the 
number of licenses. The law of 1904 was 
an admirable one and a bargain for the 
public, as the trade itself was to pay for 
the loss of its own licenses. 


“An act was passed two years ago n 
the House of Commons as an experi- 
ment in local option. As usual, Scot- 
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a failure in New Zealand. They have 
been experimenting there for many 
years. Last year, when the Legislature 
had a ballot throughout the country on 
the question of absolute prohibition, 
when the matter was put in this con- 
crete form, the voters decided by a big 
majority that they would not have total 
prohibition. 

“Prohibition has been a failure in all 
the countries I have ever visited, and I 
think I have been in all civilized coun- 
tries. It is unnecessary and it might 
be regarded as presumptuous in me to 
too freely express my views regarding 
prohibition in the United States. It is a 
farce and a farce fraught with disaster. 
It leads to the consumption of spirits 
instead of beer, because they are more 
portable and more easily concealed, and 
of bad spirits instead of good, because 
the adulteration of liquor illegally ob- 
tained cannot be legally punished. It 
involves the corruption of public of fi- 
oclals, and the bad quality of the liquor 
has led to a large increase in insanity. 


“As for prohibition diminishing drunk- 
enness, why it is treated as a joke, and 
the whole thing is ridiculous. In one 
town in a Prohibition State in Ametica 
I saw more drunken men than I ever 
saw in any town in England. Take your 
State of New Hampshire, after 10 years 
of prohibition it gave up and returned 
to licenses. Serious disturbances take 
place in the lumber camps of Maine, al- 
though that State has prohibition. The 
Great Northern Paper Co. several years 
ago was compelled to close one of its 
camps because the men went.on a pro- 
longed debauch. 


“I do not believe the British people 
would ever permit prohibition to become 
a law here, The workingmen especially 
would be opposed to it. We have just 
had an endeavor on the part of Mr. 
Lloyd George to nationalize the drink 
trade. Through the opposition of the 
workingmen and the Conservative party 
and the Irish members it was futile. An 
attempt was made to double the duties 
on drink, wines included, thus making 
the duty prohibitive. The Nationalist 
member, Mr. Redmond, and his party 
made a strenuous objection because it 
upset all his calculations for revenue 
when he gets his Home Rule bill, and 
this has now all been withdrawn. 

“Good has come of it all, for the dis- 
tillers have gotten what they have been 
struggling for for many years, and that 
is n law which will prevent people re- 
leasing spirits in bond until it has been 
properly matured for three years. This, 
in my opinion, they will find to be the 
best temperance measure that we have 
had for a considerable time. 


Would Have Ruined Many. 

„Had the high duties been placed upon 
the statute books as a law, at least 
one-half of the distillers and their mem- 
bers would have been ruined. That it 
is an important industry may be seen 
from these figures: 

“First, there is a class of distilleries 
manufacturing yeast and using patent 
stills with or without pot stills. Of 
these there are three in England which 
manufactured last year 3,487,871 proof 
gallons of spirits; in Scotiand are eight 
which produced 10,739,873 gallons, and in 
Ireland five which produced 6,827,009 
gallons. 

Then there is the class of nonmanu- 
facturing yeast distilleries using patent 
stills with or without pot stilis. Of 
these there are in England five which 
produced 10,463,844 gallons; in Scotland 
four producing 7,903,745 gallons, and in 
Ireland two which produced 3,286,792 
gallons. The final class is that of the 
non-yeast distilleries using pot stilis 
only. Of these there were 121 in Scot- 
land. producing 10,182,757 galions. 

“The totals are eight distilleries in 
Enland with an output of over 14,000,- 
000; Scotland. 133 distilleries with 2,- 
000,000 gallons, and 2 Irish distiliertes 
producing more than 10,000,000 galions.

Paris Not Deprived of Famous Cham- 
bourcy Cauliflower and Argen- 
teuil Asparagus. 


PARIS, June 19.—The success with 
wbich women have contended with the 
Cifficulties of farming is indicat- 1 by 
u report from the Department of 
Meurthe and Moselle. Of the 600 com- 
munes comprising this department, 316 
were taken by the Germaans aand 171 
of them are still occupied or are so 
close to the fighting line that the in- 
habitants have been unable to return 
In the remainder of the department 
women replacing men have succeeded in 
seeding the full acreage of oats and 
wheat in the communes that were not 
affected and 70 per cent ot the acreage 
of the communes that were devastated 
erid have since been liberated. There 
was not only a lack of male help in this 
work but it was seriously compromised 
of lack of horses. To facilitate the 
work the Government advanced the 
sums necessary for the seed and agri-

Bride Waited at Home. 

He told his bride that he would call a 
taxicab, return to the Speed home if, it, 
and from there they would go to the 
station. Mrs. Hess waited for him, with 
her suit cases packed, until time for the 
train to depart had passed, and then 
her mother went to the Hess home to 
search for him. 

His mother said he left there at 6:45

HE KILLS THREE 


Shoots Father After Quarrel, 
Then Stepmother and Officer 
at Jamestown, N. Y. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., June 19.—Fred 
Shaver of this city late yesterday shot 
and killed his father, his stepmother 
and a policeman with a rifle and was 
himself killed by other officers. Sha- 


ver’s act is attributed to’ drink and a 
quarrel with his father. The latter, 
Hudson Shaver, 67 years old, and well- 
to-do, was married June 7 to Ruth 
Campbell, 37. 

This afternoon the son went to his 
father’s apartments. After a quarrel 
the elder Shaver went out into the 
hall. His son followed, shooting and 
killing his father. 

The sound of the shot attracted Of- 
ficer Kindall, who ran up the stairs. 
Young Shaver shot the _ policeman 
through the chest and in the hip, in- 
flicting injuries from which Kendall 
died an hour later. 

The slayer then barricaded himself 
in the apartment, first killing his step- 
mother, authorities believe. 

Shaver frequently appeared at a win- 
dow defying the policemen who had sur- 
rounded the building. Occasionally he 
drank from a bottle of whisky. 

Finally he threw out a note addressed 
to a local paper, reading: 

“This is a proposition that I have 
contemplated ever since I have been 
drinking. Take good care of the Chief 
of Police and his officials. I tried to 
spare my father, but he grappled with 
me and under the impulse of the mo- 
ment I got him, too. Good-by.“ 

A deputy Sheriff called to him to sur- 
render, but Shaver refused. 

Shortly afterward he threatened to 
fire into the crowd of spectators. 


The next time Shaver appeared in the 


window several policemen stationed 
across the street fired in quick succes- 
sion and he fell back to the floor. The 
officers then broke open the docr and 
found voung Shaver dead. Near the 
window lay the body of his stepmother. 


PRESIDENT MAKES A GALL 
UPON MR, AND MRS, BRYAN 


Former Secretary Issues Statement 
Denying That He Was Ever 
Ignored by Executive. 
WASHINGTON, June i3.—President 
Wilson called at the home of former 
Secretary Bryan late yesterday to bid 
good-by to Mr. and Mrs. Bryan before 
they depart for a Southern trip. He re- 
mained chatting for 10 minutes. The visit 
was described as entirely social in 
character and devoid of references to 

the international situation. 

Soon after the President left the Bry- 
an home, Secretary McAdoo, accom- 
panied by his daughter, Miss Nona Mc- 
Adoo, who has just returned from Eu- 
rope, also called on the Bryans. 

During the afternoon former Secre- 
tary Bryan mae public a statement 
denying reports that have been circu- 
lated since his resignation that he had 
been ignored by President Wilson while 
Secretary of State. He said there never 
were any material differences on qus- 
tions of policy between himself and the 
President until the foreign submarine 
controversy arose.

„ The bill making an appropriation for 
the State Normal Schools for the next 
two years was passed by the House. 
The Senate added an amendment carry- 
ing 89800, 0 for new building at most 
all of the schools, and the House re- 
fused to concur. The bill. went to @ 
conference committee. 

Early this morning, before the all- 
tight session broke up, the Senate re- 
duced ite request for building money 
from $690,000. to $300,000 which, it was 
unnounced, was wanted for new build- 
ings at the norma) schools at Macomb. 
Normal and Carbondale. The House re- 
fused to grant even the $300,000. 

Before quitting last night, the House 
receded from its amendment to the 
Bailey bill, whica would have allowed 
members of the Legislature to accept 
rallread passes.

Falling to Do 80, Federal Judge Pol- 
lock Will Further Consider 
Receivership. 

Judge Pollock, in the United States 
District Court yesterday, refused to ap- 
point a receiver for the Knights of 
Honor and granted the defendant, the 
Supreme Lodge of the order, until Aug. 
1 to demonstrute whether or not it could 
devise ways and means ‘to rehabilitate 
the organisation and continue in busi- 

ness. 

The receivership suit was filed June 7 
by W. A. DY, James V. Roseberry, 8. 
H. Gordon, May G. Plant and W. C. 
Rutger, all members of Illinois Lodge 
No, 268, in Tast St. Louis. 

F. H. Bacon, attorney for the Supreme 
Lodge, declared that many of the 15,000 
policyholders on the books of the order 
nad no other means of protection in 
ease of death; that they could not, at 

their time of life, get other insurance, 
and that they shoud be given a chance 
te concur in a plan of assessment that 
had been agreed to by 100 members at 
a recent convention of the order whieh 
would enable the organization to reha- 
bilitate itself. 

The plan to postpone a receivership 
was opposed by Attorney Horace L. 


Dyer, who contended that insurance as- j 


sessments et the present time were high 
and that the plan contemplated only 
additional ,expenditure in premiums 
without any hope of a return, of the 
money. 

The Court ordered Bacon to cut large 
salaries of officers, several of whom re- 
ceive $5000 a year. The Judge said no 
money ‘was to be paid out except the 
necessary operating expenses, and that 
salaries of all employes should be cut 
to living wages only. The Court, in its 
order, reserves the right to reinstate 
and review the appiication for a rectiver 
and to wind up the affairs of the organ- 
ization in cane a tavorable report is not 
given by Aug. 1.

A Unique Lightship. 
O FF the Island of Islay, on the west 
coast of Scotland, there is sta- 
tioned, at the Otter Rock, a unique 
lightship. It is unmanned; yet it can be 
relied on to display. the warning light 


to guide the mariner on this dangerous 


coast. It is a most ingeniously construct- 
ed vessel and the only one of fts kind. 
In its two steel tanks a sufficient quan- 
tity of gas can be stored to supply the 
lantern for several months. 

Experiments have shown that the light 
may be depended upon to burn contin- 
uously for months at a time.

The light is visible at a distance of 
from 8 to i2 miles.

Louisiana Man, Serving Under 
Two Life Sentences, Notifies 
Prison Board. 


Special to the Pcst-Dispatch. 

BATON ROUGE, La. June 19.—Kk 
starr, who was first convicted and sen- 
tenced te a life term largely on the evi- 
dence of a monkey, and subsequently 
killed another man and was given an 
additional life sentence, has given notice 
that he will apply to the State Pardon 
Board for commutation of his sentence 
or a pardon. 

Starr's case is one of the most re- 
markable in the history of crime in 
Louisiana. He was a young man when 
he was sentenced from West Baton 
Rouge for murder. He received a sec- 
ond sentence for the killing of a guard, 
in which the noted Tom Stancey played 
the leading role. 

Starr is sald to be a native of Waneas. 
He came down the river from Alexan- 
dria.. When Chamberlain was reached) 
Starr tied his boat up and remained 
there. He and his common law wife 
took up with an aged tinker. an itiner- 
ant sleight-of-hand artist. The tinker, 
who had a monkey, was murdered by 
Starr and his wife and the body throwa 
into the river. The monkey's aversion 
to Starr was the principal evidence 


against him at the trial. 


Starr and his wife were convicted to- 
gether, and both sentenced for life. His 
wife was let out about four years after 
her sentence, 

Shortly after his sentence began Tom 
Stancey involved Starr in a plot to kin 
the guard at the prison. Stancey killed 
the guard, but the attempt to escape 
failed. Stancey and Starr were tried an! 
Starr got a second life sentence. He has 
been in prison 15 years, his health has 
broken down, and his spirits are gone.
